A HISTORY OF CHARGES 



Suspect in sexual assault 
on 15-year-old girl had 
faced prior allegations

In the three years before he was accused of rap- 
ing a high school honor student and leaving her 
for dead, Luis Pantoja was brought to Cook 
County court not once, but twice, on sex-relat- 
ed cases but escaped conviction, records show 

Last summer, Pantoja faced felony charges 
of raping a young woman on the street in Au- 
gust after she resisted 
his overtures. During 
a preliminary hear- 
ing, the woman, who 
speaks English as 
a second language, 
struggled to under- 
stand questions put to 
her by Pantoja’s public 
defender and asked for an interpreter— but was 
not given one. 

It was actually the public defender who 
raised the question of whether she needed an 
interpreter. 

“I told my lawyer that sometimes I don’t 
understand because I don’t completely speak 
English,” the 24-year-old testified. “I’m trying 
to explain as best I can.” 

But the judge would rule there was no prob- 
able cause for the case to go forward. 

On Tuesday Pantoja was ordered held in lieu 
of $2.5 million bail. He faces 60 years in prison 
if convicted for a Dec. 17 pre-dawn attack that 
shocked the city when it was reported that a 
15-year-old girl on her way to school was discov- 
ered half-clothed and bleeding in a backyard. 

Pantoja, 25, faces charges of attempted mur- 
der, aggravated criminal sexual assault and ag- 
gravated battery in that case, in which he is ac- 
cused of grabbing the girl as she walked to a bus 
stop, striking her on the head with an object 


and dragging her into a yard in the 2400 block 
of North Long Avenue, prosecutors said. 

DNA from a condom wrapper recovered at 
the scene of the teen’s attack linked him to the 
crime, authorities said. Additionally officials 
said shoe prints found at the scene match the 
size, tread and design of boots that Pantoja was 
allegedly wearing at the time of his arrest Eriday 
Surveillance video also shows Pantoja walking 
in the area between 5:15 and 5:45 a.m., prosecu- 
tors said. The girl remains in critical condition. 

Two years earlier, Pantoja was accused of 


fondling a young relative, showing her porno- 
graphic images on his cellphone, laying on top 
of her in a van and refusing to let her leave, ac- 
cording to court documents. 

Chicago police asked for a felony review of 
charges from the Cook County state’s attor- 
ney’s office after Pantoja allegedly “touched 
the victim uninvitingly on various parts of her 
body” including her buttocks, and made con- 
tact with her breasts, the arrest report states. 

That request was denied because of conflict- 
ing statements from the victim and because 


prosecutors were not certain they could meet 
the statutory requirement of proving Pantoja 
had experienced sexual gratification, said Dan 
Kirk, chief of staff for State’s Attorney Anita 
Alvarez. 

Chicago police then charged Pantoja with 
misdemeanor domestic battery The state’s at- 
torney’s office later dropped that charge in ex- 
change for a two-year order of protection. 

Pantoja was then sentenced to 10 months in 
prison for having violated his parole on previ- 
ous charges, Kirk said.

Buoyed by a less violent spring, Chicago posted a nearly 17 percent decrease in homicides in 
2013 compared with 2012, a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data found. 

Chicago logged 435 homicides last year, compared with 521 killings in 2012, RedEye deter- 
mined. That was the first time the city had topped 500 homicides since 2008 —a statistic that 
made national headlines. 

Chicago police, on the other hand, counted 415 homicides in 2013, a 17 percent decrease from 
the 503 killings the department recorded in 2012, based on state and federal reporting guide- 
lines. Police say the 2013 toll is the lowest homicide tally since 1965. The difference in the num- 
bers is due to the fact that RedEye counts homicides differently 

RedEye includes all Chicago killings labeled homicides by the Cook County Medical Exam- 
iner’s Office, except for police-involved fatal shootings. Chicago police officials do not include 
homicides they deem justifiable, such as those in self-defense, nor do they include police-in- 
volved fatal shootings. 

There were 451 homicides in Chicago in 2011, according to RedEye data. 

Chicago police credit the turnaround to their use of intelligence to prevent retaliatory shoot- 
ings and their work with communities. The police also spent nearly $100 million in overtime 
pay, triple the 2013 budget plan, the Tribune reported. 

“While we are experiencing historic lows for crime and violence in Chicago, one victim 
is too many We know there’s more work to be done,” police spokesman Adam Collins 
told RedEye. 

Some communities saw significant declines last year. Chicago Lawn recorded nine 
homicides, down from 22 killings in 2012. 

Woodlawn logged seven homicides, down from 21 in 2012. The South Side 
community area saw one of the most high-profile homicides of the year 
in March when 6 -month-old Jonylah Watkins was shot to death in the 
6500 block of South Maryland Avenue. 


There were 87 fewer men, 82 fewer gunshot fatalities and 49 fewer 
20- to 29 -year-olds killed last year compared with the previous year. 
Colder temperatures, which have been cited as a possible link to 
homicide decreases, may have helped the spring decline. 

But it was not good news in all areas. Women comprised a greater 
share of homicide victims— about 11.5 percent last year— than in 
2012, about 9.5 percent. Eatal stabbings comprised a greater share of 
causes of death— nearly 9 percent— in 2013 than in 2012 (7 percent). 

Meanwhile, South Shore saw 30 homicides last year, up from 
20 killings in 2012. The community area, where first lady Michelle 
Obama grew up, saw the city’s only triple homicide this year. 

Still, Teyonda Wertz, executive director of the South Shore 
Chamber, is hopeful for the future of the neighborhood, thanks to 
foot patrols police deployed last fall. “The outpost has been very, 
very helpful because the visibility is needed,” Wertz said.

When Spencer Stout uploaded his marriage proposal 
to his boyfriend, Dustin Reeser, in September, no one 
expected the video to go viral— least of all 
singer/songwriter Betty Who, whose single “Some- 
body Loves ’You” served as the soundtrack to the 
musical engagement. 

“I saw it on aThursday when it had maybe 300 {to} 
400 views,” said Who, born Jessica Newham 22 years 
ago. 'And then I saw it again Friday morning and it 
had a million views.” 

The fast-rising Australian singer self-released her 
debut EP “The Movement” in April and expects her 
full-length out on RCA by the end of this year. In a 
late December phone interview, she opened up about 
viral video fame, her skills as a dancer and feeling 
personal connections to other artists’ songs.

Do you think Spencer and 
Dustin are going to ask you to 
officiate their wedding cer- 
emony? 

I actually just got my invitation to 

the wedding. I’m dying to {attend}, so I’m going to try and 
make it work. I’m on tour, but I think I’m going to try and 
make a stop in Salt Lake City to go to their wedding. 

Do you have a favorite virai video other than the one your 
song was featured in? 

I think Jimmy Kimmel is a genius, and when he did that 
twerking video where the girl catches on fire, I was dying. 
Before anybody knew Jimmy Kimmel was behind the video 
and completely won the Internet, I remember watching it 
and thinking, “God, people are soooo stupid.” 

Considering the EP is titled “The Movement,” I wanted you 
to rate your skills as a dancer. 

Oh, great question. I think it depends who you ask. If 
you ask me, I’d be like, “Oh my gosh, I’m a gazelle.” If you 
ask my roommate, she’d say “She’s the worst.” I just like 
to move and I’m super excitable onstage, so my band and 
I tend to jump around a lot. I just dance however it feels 
right and hope everyone isn’t low-key making fun of me.

personal at times. Are you someone 
who grew up keeping a diary? 

I don’t think I kept a diary, but I should 
have. The problem I always had is when 
you write something down and then go 


back a month later and read what you 
wrote, don’t you always feel like your 
problems were so insignificant and 
then get upset you spent so much time 
wallowing in them? Yju’re so honest 
because it’s like, “No one else is going 
to read this.” But then even you don’t 
want to read it. 

Do you ever have the same issue with 
your songs? 


When I’m writing songs I’ll have that 
little moment where it’s like, “Jesus, 
that’s really personal,” but then you 
spend so much time with it and it 
means something different to every 
person who hears it. I’m so affected by 
what other people feel while they’re 
listening to the songs that it starts to 
become my story as opposed to what I 
wrote it about in that moment.

Thirteen years later, it’s grown into the 
largest festival of its kind in the country, 
with 159 sketch comedy troupes performing

eight days. “The first three years, we had to 
research every group in the nation and court 
them,” Posen said. “And then, starting year 
four, they started coming to us as the festival 
became more and more successful.” 

So successful, in fact, that Posen had to 
turn away 150 groups this year. “Really good 
groups, which broke my heart,” he said, 
crediting the fact that with The Second 
City establishing roots here in the 1950s, 
Chicago has long been recognized as the 
birthplace of scripted sketch comedy “It’s 
nice — and not in an arrogant way — to know 
that Chicago is the elite in this art form,” he 
said, “and that we get to continue to cele- 
brate it by hosting some of the best comedy 
troupes in the world.”

Worth a trip

You could say that Smoque, an Irving Park 
barbecue restaurant that’s one of Chicago’s 
best, all started with a very large Texan. 

Ten years or so before Smoque 
was even a dream of chef Barry 
Sorkin and his partners Mike 
McDermott, Chris Hendrick- 
son and A 1 Sherman, Sorkin 
and a buddy from Texas visited 
the now-defunct barbecue spot 
Merle’s in Evanston. Sorkin’s buddy 
asked Merle’s if they had brisket. They 
said no. “You can’t pretend to be a good barbe- 
cue joint without having brisket,” he said. 

So, as Sorkin got more into barbecue and 
he and his partners made plans to open a 
restaurant, he made pilgrimages to the brisket 
capital of the world— Austin, Texas — and hit 
up all the temples of smoke. Louie Mueller 
Barbecue was his favorite. “There are a lot 
of new-guard places like Franklin and Stiles 
Switch,” Sorkin said. “They’re very good and 
technically precise. But you can’t beat the 
experience of Mueller’s or Smitt/s. They’ve 
been there forever. They’re quintessential.” 

He added, “Maybe in 50 to 70 years [Smoque] 
wiU have that kind of character, but you can’t 
manufacture it.” 

Sorkin and his partners at Smoque knew 
they couldn’t create the history or the authen- 
tically worn interior of those Texas greats, 
so they focused on the quality of their food. 

In the case of their brisket, they developed a 
proprietary rub that’s heavy on black pepper. 
They smoke 250 to 300 whole 12- to 14-pound 
briskets for 13 to 14 hours over a mix of oak 
and applewood each week. Using a whole 


brisket is tricky because they’re not uniformly 
sized. The flat end cooks faster, while the 
middle and ends are fattier and filled with con- 
nective tissue; some barbecue joints will 
only cook the flat part because it’s 
quick and easy, but they lose the fla- 
vor that the thicker end imparts. 
The Smoque crew compensates 
by treating each part separately: 
chopping the flat end into small 
pieces and adding sauce to keep it 
moist, while cutting against the grain 
and slicing the thicker, juicier parts. 

The brisket comes chopped or sliced, 
served alone ($8.95 a la carte or $12.45 with 
slaw and two sides) or on a brioche-style 
bun ($7.95 a la carte or $10.45 with slaw and 
one side), and is served with a tangy vinegar 
and tomato sauce. Because of the vinegar, 
some might call it Memphis-style; however, 
Memphis sauces are runny while Smoque’s is 
thicker, with a touch of sweetness. But, then 
again, Smoque’s brisket— topped with a crispy 
black bark of caramelized pepper and brown 
sugar, aka the “burnt end,” whose pink smoke- 
ringed interior oozes with beefy succulence— 
doesn’t even really need sauce. 

The brisket is so good that I started to 
wonder: Could fate be so fickle that, had that 
brisket-loving Texan not spoken up, things 
might have panned out differently? Turns out, 
no. Sorkin said, “I’d like to think that brisket 
and I would have eventually found each 
other.”
